Att the annual meeting of the Wool 
Growers Association, held on’ Satur-- 
day last at Calgary, the following 
resolution from the Central Alberta 
Association was unanimously pase2d, 
and forwarded to the minister: 

TO: 

The Hionourable Robert Weir, 

Minister of Agriculture, 

Oitttawa, Ontario. 

WHEREAS conditions in Western 
Canada are such that as result of 
the depreciation in. the value of wheat 
and other grain it is essential that 
the farmers in’ Western Canada 
should turn to mixed farming and 
especially to the production of livo- 
stock. 

AND WHEREAS sheep raising is 
essential in any scheme for increas- 
ed livestock production in Western 
Canada, not only because of the pro. 
fits to be obtained from the industry 
but also because of the value of 
sheep in controlling noxious weeds. 

AND WHEREAS the  profitabie 
production of sheep in Western Can- 
ada will depend to a considerable ex- 
tent on the removal of competitisn 
from other countries where by rea- 
gon of climatic and other conditions 
it is possible to produce mutton and 
wool more economically than can be 
dome in this country. 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RE- 
SOLVED that the Central Alberta 
Wool Grower’s Association requests 
the Minister,of Agriculture at COta- 
wa, to take immediate steps to pre- 
vent the importation of mutton, lamb, 
wool into Oanada from other coun- 
tries and especially from Australia 
and New Zealand unless such import- 
ations are subject to proper regula- 
tions that will protect Canadian pro- 
ducers from unfair competition from 
countries where on account cf clim- 
atic and other conditions mutton and 
wool can be produced more econom- 
ically. ’
